Dear Ms. Best: 

I refer to your January 23, 2017 request to the FBI for the release of certain material 
under the Freedom of Information Act (Title 5 USC Section 552). Of the relevant 
documents retrieved in response to your request, one was considered to be of primary 
interest to the Department of State and was referred to us for appropriate action. 

After careful review, we have determined that it may be released in part. The 
excisions, made at the request of the FBI, are exempt from disclosure pursuant to: 

• 5 U.S.C. § 552(b)(3), which concerns matters exempted from release by 
statute, specifically the National Security Act of 1947. 

• 5 U.S.C. § 552(b)(6), which concerns material the release of which 
would constitute a clearly unwarranted invasion of an individual’s 
personal privacy. 

• 5 U.S.C. § 552(b)(7)(c), which concerns records or information compiled 
for law enforcement purposes the release of which could reasonably be 
expected to constitute an unwarranted invasion of an individual’s 
personal privacy. 

• 5 U.S.C. § 552(b)(7)(e), which concerns records or information compiled 
for law enforcement purposes the release of which would divulge 
techniques and procedures for law enforcement investigations or 
prosecutions.

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If you are not satisfied with DOS’s determination in response to this request, you may 
administratively appeal by writing to: Appeals Officer, Appeals Review Panel, Office 
of Information Programs and Services, U.S. Department of State, SA-2, 515 22nd 
Street NW, Washington, D.C. 20522-8100, or faxed to (202) 261-8571. Appeals must 
be postmarked within 90 calendar days of this decision letter and must include a copy 
of this letter clearly stating why you disagree with the determination set forth in this 
response.
